FIREBUGS IN LIMBO. 


MONSTER REDWOOD TREES. 
FARMING IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


bey Compare • Hoot RcmmrkBbto Timber 
Belt. 


One of the most remarkable timber 
elts in the world stands in Humboldt 
nd Mendocino counties, California. It 
mbmces 4,125 square miles, contain- 
ng.132,000,000,000 feet of timber. With 
le aid of the microscope scientists have 
ound the age of some ol these trees tc 
e nearly 3,000 years. Some of the 
alien trees have remained where they 
ell for 800 to 1,000 years, so it is esti- 
mated, with scarcely any deterioration 


f tho wood. 
Eastern tourists in California know 
iut little of these redwoods (Sequoia 
empervirens). They usually see the 
ew mammoth redwoods of Calaveras 
Sequoia g-igantea) and go home and tell 
tielr friends about this disappearing 
ribe of giants. The lumber redwoods 
f Humboldt are less talked about, yet 
ne of its trees will yield 100.000 feet of 
Boards, and fill a freight train with 
ogs. 


Felling these trees, which are 150 to 
50 feet high, is a fine art acquired only 
ly the most expert chopper. 
He must 


mve excellent judgment as to the 
'lean" of the tree, and other peculiari- 
ies which may afEect the direction of 
ts fall. He drives a stake 100 or 150 feet 
rom the base of tho tree, aud prepares 
a level bed in a direct line fi^m base 


stake, and on that line the tree 


must fall. An ax kerf is then made on 
he side where the tree is to fall 
The 


apex of the obtuse triangle made by 
his kerf points exactly to the distant 
stake. 


The tree is cut one-third tln-orrprh 


with the ax. On the other side of the 
ree, opposite the ax kerf, a saw kerf is 
started. This is done by boring two 
loles horizontally and driving in wood- 
en pins on which the 12 to 20-foot saw 
•ests vmtil the kerf is sufficiently deep 
:o steady the saw. liroad, thin iron 
ivedges are driven in after the saw to 
prevent the doomed tree from pinching 
.t. At each end of this saw "ears" are 
:>olted ou, which can be removed and 
he sow withdrawn in ease of trouble. 
Wedges are made to follow the saw 
until the wood dividing the haw kerf 
'rom the ax kerf is narrowed to a width 
where wedges can be made to force the 
tree, with all its great weight, to lean 
in the direction in which it is to fall. 


The tree is toppled over, and so exact 


is the chopper's work and calculation 
that almost invariably the falling 
tru.nk drives the stake, aimed at when 
operations were begun. Any error in 
the fall of the tree is likely to cause 
the tree to break and cost the , lumber- 
man more than the chopper's wages 
for the month—gl2.">. These virgiu for- 
ests are so densely timbered that, if 
cleared at onea, there would not be 
room enough on the ground for the 
trunks. "Peelers" follow the choppers. 
VVith long steel bars, flattened at one 
end, they pry off the thick bark and 
burn it. Thon comes the cross-cut saw 
man, 
who cuts the tree into logs. 


These are transported to the saw mills 
by rail, cut into boards aud shipped to 
market. 


Kedwood is so free from resinous 


matter that it will not burn readily. 
When fired it chars. The immunity 
from fire of towns built of redwood 
lumber is remarkable. 
Large confla- 


grations are uuknown. This lumber 
shrinks so very little that it is used by 
builders in a green state. The beauty 
of the wood for finishing work is 
marked, as it frequently has a curly 
face and also a bird's-eye grain 
This 


redwood pvomUes to be a popular wood 
in tho eastern states.—Boston Travel- 
ler.

,-spiracy, having for its object the do 
iraucling of Eire insurance companie 
by the arson method, has been dis 
covered by Fire Inspector Con way nn 
his assistants. Two of the principa 
firebugs are in jail. Carl Herlitz an 
his wife. The man confessed the par 
which he had played in the conspiracy 
alleging to Police Justice Caldwcll 
Eiiglewood that ho had been induce 
to enter the ranks of the kicendiarie 
by his anarchistic tendencies and the 
incidental promise of 8100 for every 
fire which destroyed n place on which 
there was an insurance policy. 


The fire inspector says he lias abund- 


ant evidence to prove that the head of 
the conspiracy is a saloon-keeper. Vim. 
fcscharff, who is accused of being an in- 
structor of firebugs under the guise of 
anarchism on the basis of receiving 5 
per cent, of the insurance collected 
from each flre. Last month the in- 
spector was notified of an attempt to 
burn tho saloon and premises at 148 
Wells street, the keeper of the saloon 
being Scharff. 
Scharfl is now running 


a saloon on the west side.

AN OLD RELIC. 


The old log court house, constructed 


in the year 1832, was one of the relics to 
be seen at Riverside. The house is 18 
by 24 feet, made of logs one foot by six 
inches. Without the aid of a nail for 
support it stands before the casual ob- 
server. 


John Hanks was the man who chinked 


and daubed the logs with mud and his 
portrait smiles an approving smile as old 
settlers sit within and relate the thrill- 
ing though pleasant story of early scenes. 
There are two small windows in each 
side, also one door in each side, while in 
tho end is the vacant space where once 
tho old fire place flung up its cinders to 
the sky, From the ground to tho gable 
of the roof is about 20 feet; from the 
floor to ceiling 7 feet, the upper part be- 
ing a kind of garret room in which wit- 
nesses and court attendants impatiently 
awaited tlioir turn to receive their just 
dues. 


The roof is of logs, the apex of which 


is formed by dovetailing, towering its 
pleasant face up to greet sunshine and 
rain alike. All in all the building is the 
same as any log house, such as are seen 
standing in tho country, but there 
seems to bo something about this house 
causing the people to love it for the 
good it has done. 


Inside tho court house to-day can bo 


heard the failing voice of tho early pio- 
neer relating deeds of patriotism and 
bravery that tried men's souls. 


Henry Florcy helped hew the logs, 


which were taken from government land. 
Wise and Redmond, two horse-thieves, 
were tried in the building, and each re- 
ceived 20 lashes of a rawhide. They 
never more troubled the neighborhood. 
Philip D. Williams was the olliciating 
Justice, William Warnick the sheriff.

There were about rive thousand poo- 


dle, young and old, at Riverside park 
Thursday afternoon to see and greet 
each other, hear the old c'tiaps talk and 
to enjoy the music. All had partaken 
of an old-fashioned picnic dinner be- 
neath the gonerous shade of the trees, 
and when President Gorin got ready to 
carry out the programme for the after- 
noon tho pavilion seats were all tilled. 


Frank,D. Scott, of Mt. Zion, who 


came to Macon county in 1829 when he 
was 10 years old, gave a characteristic 
talk on early days in the county, inter- 
spersed with side remarks with old cro- 
nies. Decatur at first was a little townof 
log houses and people got along as best 
they could without paved strcets.electric 
cars and water works. Butitwas a lively 
town, and the pioneers had their fun, 
getting on the square looking for a 
fight and spending Saturdays in a 
general hurrah. Not all did that. Some 
did. 


weighed hogs. The onl y scales they baa 
were steelyards and they were very- 
scarce. To weigh hogs they would take 
a slab from a big log and balance it on a. 
rail fence. Then they would pile a big 
lot of rock on one end and hang the hogs 
up on the other end. When tho board 
balanced they would guess at how much. 
the rock weighed. 


Dr. E. W. Moore WHS introduced 
and

Bill for Their Exclusion—Nothing 


to Bar the Entrance of the 


Oncoming Hordes. 


WASHINGTON, Aug.

which the senate passed at the instance 
of Senator Hill and which the house 
vainly tried to take up for passage yes- 
terday has these for its leading pro- 
visions: 


No alien anarchist shall be permitted 


to land in the United States; but this 
prohibition shall not apply to political 
refugees who are not anarchists. The 
superintendent of immigration when 
satisfied that any alien anarchist has 
been allowed to land, or that any alien 
resident of the United States is an an- 
archist whose presence in the country 
is a menace to the peace and wellbe- 
ing of society, is authorized to arrest 
such/ivnarchist, give him public hear- 
ing and if tl\^ chayges-ljifcj^ supported, 
•depo'ft lymjf rom thi TJni^ea States. 


Ill order to avoid any abuse of au- 
hority on the part of the superintend- 
nt cff immigration, the person to bo 
eported may appeal from his decision 
o the secretary of the treasury, who 
liall render a final decision. The acl- 
itional safeguard is provided of a 
ight to obtain a writ of habeas cor- 
ns from any United States judge, who 
s authorized to review the findings of 
he superintendent and the secretary 
n the regularity of the proceedings 
uthorized by the bill, and also on the 
uestion of alienage and identity. 
The bill also directs the appointment 
f twelve immigration agents who
